We mostly stayed 
with the tradition of selecting one resident per town, but 
this year we broke slightly from the norm and decided to 
give the honor to two outstanding citizens from one of the 
towns who share the credit for one extraordinary project 
that has benefited so many individuals and families from 
our own communities and a number of surrounding ones 
as well. 

The Wanderer is proud to award this year's 2016 
Wanderer Keel Awards to: Debbi Dyson and Julie Craig 
of Mattapoisett; Joanne Mahoney from Marion; and 
Doreen DeCosta of Rochester. 

For 10 years now, Debbi Dyson and Julie 
Craig have been providing adults with developmental

disabilities the chance to reach new heights atop 
therapeutic horses thanks to their project. Helping Hands 
and Hooves. 

The partners provide horseback riding lessons to 
disabled adults who have aged out of the school system 
at age 22, when further services are either minimal or 
unavailable. Every summer, Dyson and Craig, after a 
year of fundraising for their organization, provide a free 
therapeutic horseback riding summer camp for adults 
with developmental disabilities who might not otherwise 
be able to afford riding lessons, thus opening them up to 
the many therapeutic benefits they experience as a result 
of riding horses. 

"It's just as therapeutic for us as it is for them," 
said Craig. Craig has a son on the autism spectrum, 
which is one of the factors behind the inspiration for the 
program. "It's a double win. They enjoy it, we enjoy it, 
and we love doing it." 

Dyson, who also has a brother with a 
developmental disability, said she is inspired by her 
students and couldn't imagine not being a part of Helping 
Hands and Hooves. 

"Every day that I'm there, it inspires me by who 
they are and what they go through and the sheer joy," said 
Dyson. "And when they get out to the farm, it's just this 
light that goes on inside them." 

Both women say their work is rewarding in a 
number of ways, but the joy they bear witness to is more 
than enough to keep them going. 

"It's incredibly joyful," said Dyson. "And to do 
it with someone that I just respect so much ... it has just 
worked out so well."

In Marion, Council on Aging Chairperson Joanne 
Mahoney helped make something possible that many in 
Marion have been wishing for year after year - a 'senior 
center' for the aging population of Marion. And, although 
Marion continues to be one of the few area towns without 
a physical senior center, for the time being there is at least 
a program and a place for seniors to gather and continue 
to grow as a community 

"Joanne has worked to put this program together 
so the seniors of Marion have a place to gather as we have 
no senior center," said Marion resident Edward Sefranka. 

Of course, says Mahoney, she still hopes there 
will some day be a real senior center building, but in the 
meantime, the Marion Music Hall has served the purpose 
well, with Monday morning activities that include chair 
yoga, visits by the town's nurse, and a public speaker, 
evolving and growing into a lunch program on Mondays 
and Wednesdays, and morning exercise programs 
throughout the week. 

"It's really taken off on its own," said Mahoney. 
With the hiring of the new COA director, along with 
Mahoney establishing a Friends of the Marion Council on 
Aging in order to fundraise for a senior center and senior 
programming, the program is now firmly established. 

"We're seeing anywhere from thirty to sixty 
people every Monday," said Mahoney. "It has been very

successful, and I'm very happy with it." 

But Mahoney's efforts don't stop there. Her 
ultimate goal is to see construction of an actual senior 
center. 

"It's a lot of work," said Mahoney, "but it's a lot 
of fun and it's very rewarding." 

Over in Rochester, the members of the ATOMIC 
Youth Ministry of the First Congregational Church of 
Rochester nominated DeCosta for her leadership of 
the 15+ member youth group. The members say she 
"pours her heart and soul into" the ministry for kids in 
grades 6-12, ensuring the group meets every week and 
scheduling Bible study for the older teens throughout the 
school year. 

DeCosta organizes a number of other activities 
for the youth as well, such as the week-long teen summer 
camp and the annual winter trip to the Monadnock 
Encounter weekend Bible retreat in New Hampshire. 

"Mrs. DeCosta is such an amazing person whom

Congregational Church on Saturday, July 16, during an 
ecumenical service held at ORR Junior High to show 
community support for local police. "...In a time when 
the world seems to be falling apart," said Harken, in 
reference to these days following the tragic assassination 
of five police officers in Dallas, Texas, and three officers in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

To be a police officer these days would, indeed, be 
difficult, said Harken, "Wherever you are." 

The Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester Police 
were reassured of their communities' support that 
morning as over 100 residents turned out to pray for the 
men and women in uniform and to also pray for peace 
and an end to racism in America. 

"We're here to acknowledge our law enforcement 
officers," said Harken. "We're also here to acknowledge 
the scourge of racism in our country ... to acknowledge 
that it is alive and well . . . and this sin has deadly 
consequences." 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons stressed 
the importance of the community and the police coming 
together in peace during these days. 

"We are a nation in crisis," said Lyons. "I want to 
thank all of you for your outpouring of support. ... It has 
renewed our faith." 

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee acknowledged

the strength, dedication, and professionalism of his 
officers, which elicited applause from those in attendance. 

"I encourage you to remain positive and to 
continue to focus on serving your community/' Magee 
said, adding that he was disheartened after hearing about 
the Dallas killings on July 7. But then, one by one, the 
residents young and old went to the officers and arrived 
at the station bringing hand-written cards, cakes, pizzas, 
and gifts of words of support for the police department. 

"There is very strong support for police in the Tri- 
Town, and I want to thank each and every one of you," 
said Magee. "We need to come together in unity and stay 
together if we want things to change for the better." 

"It's not just a job for them," said Reverend 
Robert Ripley, the chaplain for the Rochester Police. "It's 
not just a place to go every day ... or a thing to do. It's 
their calling, their duty, their destiny." 

Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller said a Marion 
resident approached him shortly after the first shootings 
and asked him, "Aren't you afraid to be wearing the 
uniform right now?" 

"No," said Miller. "I'm proud to be wearing the 
uniform." Be proud, he told his fellow officers. "Don't 
let things that have happened ... all around the country 
dishearten you . . . and continue to do the great job that 
you are doing." 

Attendees shared a moment of silence to pray 
for the protection of the police and for peace, and the 
Showstoppers led the audience in the singing of "Let 
There Be Peace on Earth." 

"I think everybody's heart is breaking . . . and we 
need to come together," said Harken. "We have to find a 
place to start, so let's start here. . .. It begins with all of us. 
Light always dispels the darkness."

pivotal shipbuilding center is fairly well documented. 
Museums along the eastern seaboard, and certainly those 
more closely situated to this tiny notch in Buzzards Bay, 
are full of reference materials hailing Mattapoisett as a 
major global economic player between the 1700s and 
1800s. 

But one man whose heritage is also deeply woven 
into the very fabric of this community's history believes 
people - especially the women who lived in Mattapoisett 
- were industriously employed in the mid-to-late 1800s 
as garment workers. David Anderson is exploring that 
possibility 

Anderson, retired attorney and native son, spent 


the majority of his adult life in the District of Columbia 
and New Mexico. With family still living in the local 
area and frequent visits home, he stayed connected to 
Mattapoisett and the Pine Island Road property that has 
been in the family for more than a century 

Now with time to devote to the study and 
organization of his family's historical documents, he 
believes he has hit on a new economic connection, a 
thread if you will, between Mattapoisett and events that 
helped to shape our nation. 

"Before the Civil War," Anderson said, "there 
weren't standard clothing sizes." He explained that 
clothing was made at home primarily by women who

beavered away by candlelight to keep their family 
members warm and covered. "But during the Civil 
War, Union soldiers needed uniforms," and through 
his research he has learned that sizing had to become 
standardized in order to keep up with military demand. 

Yet, how did Anderson come to these 
conclusions? His great-great-grandmother's journal helps 
to tell the story. 

Among the many family papers and documents 
of which Anderson has come into possession, making him 
the family historian, were the personal journals of Sarah 
Dexter Ransom and her husband Nathaniel Cushing 
Ransom, Anderson's ancestors on his mother's side.

"My mother gave several of the journals to the 
Whaling Museum in New Bedford," Anderson said. 

Most notably was Ransom's journal kept while he was 
crewing on the whaling bark John Wells during its ill- 
fated arctic journey. "All the logs books were destroyed 
when the ship was lost in the ice," he says, "so my great- 
great-grandfather's personal journal from that trip was 
important." 

As he tenderly handles the one journal that 
remains in the family collection - a small delicate text 
connecting the here and now with the past - Anderson 
tells his great-great-grandparents' story. 

Sarah and Nathaniel lived nearby one another. 
They were eventually married. The journal speaks, " This 
afternoon was quite pleasant on the whole. Sarah and I went 
to Sippican and were married by Reverend Cobb , from there 
we came home again. My dear wife and I spent a part of the 
evening at father's . . . " 

Along with a day-by-day chronology of weather 
conditions and the social aspects of life long before human 
communications were usurped by radio, television, and 
all manner of electronic devices, Sarah writes how she 
was employed as a seamstress doing piece-work. 

Anderson is drafting Sarah's story by gleaning 
information from her journal. From his draft we find,

cut cloth and patterns for a batch of coats from the textile mills 
in New Bedford and Fall River... " He says that women like 
Sarah were given bundles to work on and the jobber in 
turn wholesaled the finished pieces. Anderson speculates 
that because Mattapoisett was connected to New Bedford 
via a railroad, the movement of goods could easily be 
accomplished. 

Sarah documents that she worked on men's coats 
turning out as many as ten units a day Women employed 
by a jobber would receive bundles of cloth and would 
perform one or two aspects of stitching on the coat. 

Thus, garments were turned out via a cottage industry of 
women throughout the area who were paid by the unit. 

Sarah's journal speaks primarily to the everyday 
comings and goings, and one has to carefully read the 
fading lines of text to pull out significant bits of history. 
Yet, the very gentle ebb and flow of everyday living, 
one's ancestors calling from long ago, is significant to 
Anderson. 

"To have mementos of the family means a lot. It 
cements your roots," he shared. Drifting along on that 
thought, he added, "Every time I pull into the driveway 
at Pine Island, I think 'Nathaniel walked here.'" 

While Sarah and Nathaniel may have been well 
known around town in their day, Anderson's parents 
were most likely very well known.

Rochester Next to Seek Electric Car Grants 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

The Town of Rochester has decided to go green, 
following several other towns in the region that have 
gone after state grants to fund electric cars and charging 
stations for town use at little to no cost to the town. 

Facilities Director Andrew Daniel told the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen on July 25 that he had read 
about Marion's recent acquisition of electric vehicles and 
contacted Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
for some guidance. Daniel then contacted Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon for grant writing assistance. 

The grant, called the Mass Electric Vehicle 
Incentive program, would cover the cost for a three- 
year lease on an electric car, which the town would 
acquire through a bidding process with electric vehicle 
dealerships. Another $10,000 grant would cover the cost 
of installation of two electric charging stations. 

"Everybody wants to go green," said Daniel. 
"These are green cars," made of recycled and 100 percent 
recyclable materials. "At they're state-of-the-art vehicles. 
They're really sharp." 

The town currently utilizes several outdated, 
high-mileage, high fuel usage vehicles for certain 
departments within the town boundaries, which would

be replaced by the high-efficiency electric vehicles. 

"We've tried to find a negative argument," said 
Daniel. "We really can't find one. It's a good deal." 

Selectman Brad Morse said he sees a great need 
for electric vehicles in town and quickly made the motion 
to authorize Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
to sign any grant proposals on behalf of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

"Look at our current fleet of vehicles," said 
Morse. He called them "junk vehicles" and said, "Get rid 
of 'em." 

"As long as it doesn't cost the town money," said 
Selectman Richard Nunes.

"It sounds like a really great idea," said Selectmen 
Chairman Naida Parker. 

In other matters, the board approved a new policy 
on Town Hall early closures, voting to make it an ongoing 
practice to close Town Hall at noon on Christmas Eve day, 
and 2:00 pm on Good Friday, New Year's Eve day, and the 
day before Thanksgiving. 

The board also discussed the removal of bark 
mulch at the Police Station with Police Chief Paul 
Magee, who said new fire marshal regulations prohibit 
the placement of mulch within 18 inches of combustible 
material on public buildings due to a fire hazard.

based business, but ultimately became a rental unit above 
a garage, was deemed illegal when the Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals heard the case for a variance on 
July 21. 

Dr. Tedor Georgescu and his wife bought the 121 
North Street property expressly because it was sold to 
them as a large four-bedroom single-family home with 
a stand-alone garage containing a second story one- 
bedroom apartment. Their attorney, Michael Kehoe, told 
the board members that without the rental income, which 
the Georgescus believed they were entitled to collect, 
paying the mortgage and taxes on the property would be 
a hardship.

When the Simmons family sold the property 
to Georgescu, the garage apartment was already being 
rented out rather than being used as an owner/ office. 

But Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola said, 
"The original variance was granted as a business, not an 
apartment." 

Kehoe said, "This hasn't been done in the cloak 
of darkness." He asserted that neighbors were aware of 
the rental, that the Georgescus were totally unaware of 
the illegal status of the apartment, and that it has its own 
septic and heating system. Kehoe also impressed upon the 
board that if they granted the variance for a multi-family 
permit, Georgescu would install all necessary fire safety 
equipment for code compliance. He said the apartment 
already had two exterior points of egress. 

Board member Mary Ann Brogan asked, "Did 
they do a title search?" 

"Yes, and we don't know how it was missed," 
replied Kehoe. 

Bobola said, "There is no record of any apartment 
being created." Putting the blame on the sellers, Kehoe 
said, "The former owners should have disclosed." 

Bobola explained that over his many years 
of service to the town in his role as building code 
enforcement officer, hundreds of homeowners have 
attempted to obtain variances to allow the construction 


of second story garage spaces for rental units. He said, "It 
doesn't meet any of our bylaws." He said that in trying to 
work with Georgescu, it had been "a struggle" as Bobola 
attempted to persuade him to apply for a variance at the 
very least. He said that it wasn't until legal action was 
proposed that Georgescu finally submitted his application 
for relief. 

Brogan wondered aloud, "You're asking us to 
sanction a two-family?" 

Kehoe responded, "They took over from the 
previous owner and kept on doing what the owner was 
doing." 

Chairman Susan Akin said, "I'm bothered about 
setting a precedent." 

Board member Norman Lyonnais said he had 
been on the board when a similar action came before 
them. He said he understood the hardship. 

In spite of letters from several neighbors in 
support of the variance, one neighbor came forward 
against. Jean DeCoffe said, "When Connie had the 
property, it was always meant to be an office." Gesturing 
towards the Georgescus she continued, "They purchased 
in 2010; this is 2016. This is not an accepted apartment." 
She also said that water issues were a problem for the 
homes built in the area. 

DeCoffe' s statements enraged Georgescu. He 
lashed out, saying, "You've been against this development 
from the beginning!" Kehoe was able to assist Georgescu 
in regaining his composure. 

When the board deliberated the case, Lyonnais 
said, "I feel for these people, but just because it's a 
hardship doesn't mean we're going to do it." The board 
unanimously denied granting a variance. 

Other cases heard included Stuart LeGassick, 5 
Beacon Street, who sought and received a Special Permit 
to construct a single-stall garage and additional living 
space. 

Also receiving a Special Permit after some 
debate on a necessary curb cut on Route 6 was Gregory

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town documents that had indicated a parcel he owned 
adjacent to one on which he built his home met zoning 
requirements that would allow Noblet to sell the property 
as a buildable lot. 


For years, Noblet paid taxes on the lot and had 
gone so far as to pay the sewer betterment fees. Recently, 
he learned the town's records were, in fact, incorrect. 

Bobola said this was a unique situation, that the 
records had been wrong for decades, and were wrong at 
the registry of deeds. 

Drusilla Perry, 4 Martin Avenue, expressed 
concern that her abutting property would be negatively 


affected by stormwater runoff and that it was a safety 
issue to allow a curb cut on Route 6. She was informed 
that the Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
would be the governing body regarding a curb cut on the 
state highway, not the town. 

Another abutter, Barbara White, 99 County Road, 
said that driveways on Route 6 were always dangerous, 
but that water was not a problem in the area. 

The board members sided with Noblet and 
granted his request. 

Blue Wave LLC, whose solar project on Crystal 
Spring Road hit a snag when Sun Edison filed for 
bankruptcy, sought an extension of their Special Permit to 
construct a solar array at that location. Representing the 
applicant, Rick Charon of Charon & Associates said that 
work had begun at the site and, although another utility 
will replace Sun Edison, the scope of the project will not 
and had not changed. He explained that an extension 
was no longer necessary and asked to withdraw the 
application without prejudice. The request was granted. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be scheduled for August 18 at 
6:00 pm in the town hall conference room if there are 
scheduled hearings.

back of the restaurant and the parking lot," Wyze said. 

He also concluded that trees on his property had been 
removed. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Bob Rogers 
said that the responsibility of the commission was not to 
review private property rights, but to enforce wetlands 
regulations and that this board was probably not the 
right one to air tree removal grievances. The hearing 
with Moujabber was a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for an after-the-fact filing, as well as future 
landscaping, signage, parking lot repairs, and completion 
of invasive species cleanup. 

The Wyzes pressed on saying that Moujabber had 
been told to stop cutting on three separate occasions by 
the building inspector but had continued the process. 

Nab ah Moujabber, represented on this night by 
his son Gary and his wife, purchased the closed restaurant 
several months ago and has been renovating and 
preparing to open his Lebanese Kitchen at this location 
after the New Bedford location suffered fire damage 
several years ago. 

Mrs. Moujabber said, "We want to do everything 
right. We thought we had the correct paper," referring to 
the cleanup effort. She told the commission that years of 
trash and overgrown brush were being removed. 

Rogers explained that because the entire property

approval. 

Mrs. Moujabber was clearly frustrated saying,

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board, unhappy about 
what Chairman Arnold Johnson called a violation of the 
terms set during site plan review, gave a preview of what 
is to come at their next meeting after breezing through a 
couple of approvals during the July 26 meeting. 

Colbea Enterprises, developers of a proposed 
Shell gas station and Seasons convenience store on 
Cranberry Highway at the corner of Routes 58 and 28, will 
be back in front of the Planning Board for commencing 
excavation for construction at the site prior to holding a 
pre-construction informal meeting with a representative 
from the board, as stipulated in the 2014 conditions of 
approval. 

Johnson said Town Planner Mary Crain contacted 
one representative of the developer who Johnson said 
"pled ignorance." 

Johnson said the building permit could be 
revoked if the developer does not comply with the terms. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo added, 
"I'm going to ask them why they unloaded the excavator 
onto the blacktop that the state just installed last year." 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
the Special Permit, Groundwater Protection District 
Special Permit, and Scenic Highway Special Permit for 
Meadowatt, LLC, developers of a proposed large-scale 
solar farm on Route 105. 

The board also approved Ryan and Kristina 
Bacchiocchi's daycare expansion parking area application 
for 428 Walnut Plain Road. 

"This is probably one of the simplest decisions 
that we've issued in a long time," said Johnson, giving 
two thumbs up before calling a roll call. All board 
members gave approval just before member Lee Carr 
decided to feign a moment of doubt to mess with Ms. 
Bacchiocchi who was eager to see the plan approved. The 
board and Bacchiocchi chuckled. 

"You're starting to act like Ben," joked Florindo, 
referring to member Ben Bailey

2016 Herring Counts 

The 2016 count of herring in the Mattapoisett 
River was 18,540. This year was the second year of 
declines, and a significant decrease of fish from the 2015 
total of 42,332 and the 2014 total of 55,429 which was 
a 156% increase over 2013. Evidence of herring being 
present at Mattapoisett (gulls, cormorants, seals) was 
not observed nor were they seen during any of the brush 
and tree clearing activities in the river during the spring. 
Counting conditions were ideal this spring, and the 
counter appears to have functioned without errors. 

A counter was also installed on the Sippican River 
at Leonard's Pond this year. It recorded 1,126 fish. It has 
been a few years that herring have not been able to get 
into Leonard's Pond. We are hoping that there was a lot 
of Sippican River herring that stayed in Hathaway's Pond 
and spawned there and over the next few years will again 
become accustomed to continuing further up the river to 
Leonard's Pond. We have not received any information 
from the Buzzards Bay Coalition on the results of the 
herring counter they operate at Hathaway's Pond to 
compare with the numbers we have. 

The moratorium against the taking or possession 
of herring from the Mattapoisett River and the Sippican 
River, as well as many other rivers in Massachusetts, 
remains in effect. Over the years that the moratorium 
has been in effect, the herring population in the 
Mattapoisett River has increased from about 6,000 to just

over 55,400 in 2014. The counting effort will provide the 
necessary information to manage a future harvest in the 
Mattapoisett River; however, continued improvements 
in the counts are needed to support a sustainable 
fishery plan and to justify an opening. Once the herring 
population reaches a point where a sustainable harvest 
plan can be formulated, filed with Division of Marine 
Fisheries, and approved, harvesting could be resumed.

Sippican Historical Society 

In late June, the Sippican Historical Society 
received a phone call from the Woburn Public Library that 
it was de-accessioning items from its collection. In 1901, a 
donor had given the library the shoe buckles of Major Earl 
Clapp from Rochester, who fought in the Revolutionary 
War. In 1776, Rochester included Marion, Mattapoisett, 
Rochester and part of Wareham. The Woburn Public 
Library asked if the Sippican Historical Society would be 
interested in adding the buckles to its collection and SHS 
responded with an enthusiastic "yes." 

The impressive pair of men's shoe buckles 
exhibits a series of overlapping circles with raised dots 
that form the brass decorative outline of each buckle. 


The circa- 1776 buckles include an iron inner support 
for attaching to the shoe and one buckle has a leather 
fragment attached. Each buckle measures approximately 3 
inches across. 

Major Earl Clapp was born in 1741 and was also 
a soldier in the French and Indian War. He took a very 
prominent part in the affairs of "Old Rochester," where 
he lived, his name appearing on several committees 
appointed by the town during the time of the Revolution. 
His first services in the Revolutionary War were as 
Captain of a Company of Minute Men. Afterwards, he 
was appointed a Major in the Army and served through 
the war, bearing the character of a brave and energetic 
man. The Sippican Historical Society invites the public 
to visit its museum on Saturday mornings to view the 
buckles. The SHS museum is free and open to the public.

The Truck (1976). Starring Marguerite Duras and Gerard 
Depardieu. Directed by Marguerite Duras. Running 
time: 80 minutes. 

Marguerite Duras' The Truck ( Le Camion) was, 
rather prankishly, reviewed by Pauline Kael the same 
week she reviewed Star Wars. Guess which movie she 
preferred. Kael generally sided with unpretentious 
American entertainment over arty French films putting 
on airs, but not this time. She made a case for Duras' 
stubborn anti-movie being more nourishing, and even 
more of a movie, than George Lucas' "box of Cracker 
Jacks which is all prizes." Duras gives us a box of Cracker 
Jacks which is all Cracker Jacks. You provide the prize. 

Duras had envisioned a film about an older 
woman hitching a ride with a younger trucker and having 
a mostly one-sided conversation about politics and 
philosophy. The revolution, this woman would insist (in 
Duras' voice), was dead. There is nothing but the void; 
"the world has gone to rack and ruin." The woman's 
daughter has recently had a baby, and she wants to go to 
her. The trucker listens but says very little. She is old, so 
he's not all that interested in her to begin with. 

Duras couldn't get an actress to commit to the 
role, so she decided to play it herself, opposite Gerard 
Depardieu as the trucker. The two performers, though, 
never set foot inside the truck. Duras and Depardieu 
— the cerebral old lady and the virile, physical young 
man — sit at a table and read from Duras' script. Duras 
describes the film in the conditional tense: "It would 
have been a film." Every so often, we escape from the 
table-read and see the truck driving along a highway in 
the blue of night, or see the landscape passing by (Bruno 
Nuytten was the cinematographer), while Beethoven's 
"Diabelli Variations" plays, seemingly oblivious to yet 
parallel to the imagery. As Kael pointed out, our visual 
interest is piqued — even if nothing really goes on in these 
exterior shots — and we're lulled into feeling that we're 
watching "a real movie," and then, without warning, 
we're put right back into that dim room with Duras and 
Depardieu, and they continue reading from the script. 

Assuming you don't lose your patience with 
this sort of meta-goof. The Truck sustains its arrogant 
tone masterfully. It becomes, on some heady level, a 
comedy unlike any other; we don't laugh at Duras, 
but we laugh at the game she's playing. And there she 
is, up on the screen, delivering her pensees in her slow, 
imperious deadpan. Lots of filmmakers have dabbled in 





confrontational work; few have the guts to put themselves 
front and center in it. (Duras and Tom Green: together 
at last.) I can see why John Waters loves the film — he 
gets the essential punk-rock middle-finger aspect of it. 

Yet Duras' experiment goes deeper than that. She uses 
the medium to condemn our very expectations of the 
medium, yet she still tells a story, she gives us an up- 
and-coming box-office star (Depardieu was getting hot at 
the time, having worked for Barbet Schroeder, Bertrand 
Blier, and Bernardo Bertolucci), and she shows us the 
truck. What more do we need? Eventually, if our patience 
holds out, we climb into the film and finish it with Duras, 
imagining our own mind-movie from the table-read. 

Without the exteriors of the truck, this would be 
a filmed play. With them, it becomes cinema, banal but 
beautiful in its rhythms. I don't know that anyone else 
could have pulled it off; there's wit in this achievement, 
but Duras is also deadly serious and sincere about it. 
There's wistfulness in the repeated conditional tense 
but also playfulness. The Truck may be the ultimate 
doodling French art film, but it can't help but satisfy on 
an unconscious level. Duras didn't hate the audience; she 
disregarded it. At the same time, she knows we're there 
and if we don't sit and listen to her, that's very much our 
problem, yet she also knows the movie isn't complete 
without us. The story she tells, she says, is "about 
everything," and so it is; with two locations and a cast of 
two, it can afford to be an epic of the mind, brooding over 
the many ways in which humans act against their own 
self-interest. 

The Truck risks being a folly about folly, but 
Duras' control is absolute. Everything is in its place; 
nothing is discordant or extraneous (the 80 -minute 
running time helps). It needs to be seen at least once by 
any adventurous film lover, and perhaps revisited; it's 
a haunting little piece, unfolding as it does largely in 
the mind's eye. That it's not available on home video in 
America in any format is frustrating, though Duras might 
have appreciated that. Not only do you have to work 
while you watch the film — you have to work to get to see 
it in the first place.
